New Book Store Gives Added Sevice, 
Culminates Several Years Of Plannin 





The new Hornet Bookstore 
is one of the finest college 
stores in the State of Califor- 
nia. It comprises over 17,000 
sq. ft. on two floors and was 
built to very adequately serve 
the needs of the campus for 
the, next few years. The store 
will accommodate an enroll- 
ment of nearly 12,000, accord- 
ing to Dr. Thomas I. Gunn, 
Foundation Manager. 


Planning for the new book 
store started several years ago. 
At one time the bookstore was 
to be included in the College 
Union. However, the pressures 
for a new store with expanded 
facilities became so great it 
was necessary to plan a store 
separate from the Union. A 
completed College Union is 
still two to three years away. 

Dr. F. Blair Mayne, Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors 
of the Hornet Foundation, was 
largely responsible for much of 
the early planning for the 
store. 

In June of 1964 he was au- 
thorized by the Board of Di- 


rectors to hire an architect to 
design the new store. It was 
the recommendation of the 
Campus Planning Committee 
at that time that the bookstore 
be constructed at a new site 
on campus rather than expand 
the present store. 


Dreyfuss & Blackford, Sac- 
ramento architects and plan- 
ners, were selected to design 
the new bookstore. Miss Mar- 
garet Pratt, Bookstore Man- 
ager, and Dr. Gunn prepared 
the specifications and general 
requirements for the new 
store which were submitted to 
the architects. These require- 
ments were written after a 
careful analysis of local cam- 
pus needs, visits to several col- 
lege stores in Northern Cali- 
fornia, and a review of vari- 
ous printed materials on col- 
lege store planning and de- 
sign 

The architectural design and 
plans were reviewed and ap- 
proved by the Campus Plan- 
ning Committee to conform to 
the College Master Plan. On 


Jan. 21, 1965, the Board of 
Trustees of the California 
State Colleges approved the 
schematic plans for the new 
Hornet Bookstore. 


The construction and the 
new equipment for the store 
were financed through a loan 
fram the Bank of America and 
from funds cf the Foundation 
which had been set aside for 
this purpose over the past few 
years. The money borrowed 
from the bank will be paid 
back in semi-annual install- 
ments over the next ten years. 


The new bookstore building 
was constructed by Beals & 
Poore, a_ loca) construction 
company, at a cost of $284,000. 
Work on the building started 
July 1, 1965. The actual con- 
struction time was less than 
six months. The structure is 
a Type I building of poured 
concrete columns for floor and 
roof joists. Fifty pre-cast 
panels of exposed aggregate 
form the exterior of the sec- 
ond floor which is cantilevered 
over the first floor. 


The store was constructed 
with provisions for future ex- 
pansion which is contemplated 
in 5 years or less at the rate 
the College is growing. 


The attractive walnut fin- 
ished fixtures were designed 
and built by Pacific Mill & 
Fixture Co. of Oakinad, Cali- 
fornia, for $63,000. It took 
over one month to complete 
the fixture installation. 


The first floor, which com- 
prises nearly 8,000 sq. f{t., will 
be used for supplies and mer- 
chandise. On this floor there 
are seven check-out stands and 
space for two auxiliary check- 
out stations for rush pcriods 
which should eliminate any 
back up of traffic in the store. 
In the lobby area there are 
book drops and special coin 
return lockers to accommodate 
the students. 

Provision has been made 
near the entrance for a con- 
venient buy back and refund 
counter. Entrances to the 
store from two directions will 
prevent congestion in the 


check-out areas. The store is 
equipped with a public ad- 
dress system for background 
music and special announce- 
ments. 


The second floor, over 9,500 
sq. ft., comprises a complete 
book department. Lighted per- 
imeter shelving for paper- 
backs will accommodate 10,000 
titles arranged by subject mat- 
ter. There is a full view of 
the entire book department 
upon reaching the second floor. 
For the convenience of stu- 
dents and faculty a textbook 
information and special order 
counter is located on the sec- 
ond floor. 


The back part of the store 
on both floors was constructed 
to provide ample storage and 
office space. This is a tremen- 
dous change from, the cramped 
and crowded conditions of the 
old store. This area includes 
a conference room, locker 
room for employees, business 
area, including cashier window 
and four offices for the manag- 
er and other personnel.

Poswall Lauds New Facility 


At a time when over $350,000 is being invested in the carmpus in the form of a new 
bookstore, it is appropriate to review the relationship of students to the owner of 
commercial enterprises on campus, the Hornet Foundation. The Foundation is respon- 
sible for both the bookstore and the food service. Inevitably, the first question asked 
by students about these enterprises is: “Where does the money go?” The next sentence 


usually contains the misunder- 
stood term “non-profit corpo- 
ration.” 

The Foundation is incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Cali- 
fornia as a non-profit corpora- 
tion. This means simply that 
no member of the board of 
directors is paid and that any 
excess revenue remains on the 
campus to be spent at the dis- 
cretion of the board Thus, 
while “profit,” that is, money 


above costs, is made, none 
leaves the campus. 
The question then is: “What 


happens to the money?” As 
indicated, it is spent by the 
Board of Directors. This group, 
presently composed of three 
faculty members, three stu- 
dents, and one administrator, 
with Professor Norbert Mietus 
as Acting Chairman, entertains 
various requests for money. Of 
course, much has to go back 
into the business, e. g. the new 
bookstore, but much is divert- 
ed to student needs. 

The presently planned Col- 
lege Union could not have 
been developed without Foun- 
dation help. The Board of Di- 
rectors of the Foundation over 
three years ago, at the request 
of the student body president, 
pledged $50,000 to this project. 

Last year, when our athletic 
program was severely threat- 
ened by lack of facilities, it 
was the Hornet Foundation 
that donated $35,000 for the 
present bleachers at the foot- 
ball field 

At the same time, Ken Olds, 
a student member of the Board, 
asked the Foundation to con- 
sider an outdoor seating-eating 
area. This plan was developed 
and such an area has been 
planned at an approximate cost

of over $10,000 

Presently, as the bookstore 
moves into a new building, the 
Foundation is making plans to 
remodel part of the old store 
so that student government can 
utilize some of the space made 
available. The cost of this to 
the Foundation will be about 
$10,000 


These are some examples of 
the type of things the Founda- 
tion has done over the years 
In addition, its annual budget 
includes money for college 
public relations and a program 
to welcome guests of the col- 
lege 

The Foundation, with its 
manager, Dr. Thomas Gunn, 
has striven to give the stu- 
dents needed services on the 
campus. At the same time it 
has “re-invested” in the fu- 
ture of the college with monies 
that would have been lost had 
a private concern operated the

Plans are moving ahead very

Plans call for the 
ticket office to be moved 
downstairs leaving the entire 
top floor for student body of- 
fices and the student lounge.

If you want in- 
formation 1 supplies which 
you cannot readily locate or 
want to make purchases for 
campus groups or need help 
n check cashing procedure, 
this is the place to go 

The sevond floor Informa- 
tion Counter is located at the 
back of the Book Department. 
It is a large open counter 
where any questions you have 
regarding books can be an- 
swered. Books which are not 
carried in stock can be spe- 
cial ordered at most times of 
the year. As the Paperback 
Department increases in size, 
there will be a file listing all 
of the titles which are carried 
in stock or on order 

In short, if you need help 
locating something, want to 
place a special order, or want 
a question answered, check 
with the information Counter 
on the appropriate floor. 
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MIETUS SPEAKS FOR FOUNDATION 
ON NEW CAMPUS BOOK STORE 


“Every student, and every 
faculty .member, rightly shares 
in the satisfaction of possession 
of the new book store. It be- 


longs to all through their par- 
ticipation in the Hornet Foun- 
dation.” Professor Norbert J. 
Mietus, Vice-chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Hor- 
net Foundation, was speaking. 
Professor Mietus has been Act- 
ing Chairman of the Board 
during the illness of Dr. Mayne. 

“The Hornet Foundation,” he 
went on to say, “is a non-profit 
corporation organized for the 
benefit of all members of our 
campus community. The State 
of California does not provide 
funds for the operation of 
necessary bookstore’ services, 
nor for the more extensive and 
expensive food services. Build- 
ings, equipment, inventory, 
working capital must be pro- 
vided by the Hornet Founda- 
tion and its own staff of some 
150 full-time and part-time 
employees 

“I think it is important to 
understand that the Founda- 
tion is self-supporting,” Mietus 
added. “This is why we had 
to borrow $225,000 from a 
bank for construction of the 
new building; no state funds 
are, available for such needs. 

Thousanis of students will 
benefit from these new facili- 
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ties in the years ahead. Ap- 
propriately some share of the 
dollars they spend in the store 
will help pay off the bank loan. 
Generally, of course, any 
available reserve of revenues 
over expenses are devoted to 
further the educational objec- 
tives of the College and to help 
provide for student and faculty 
needs.”

Professor Nor- 
bert J. Mietus, Chairman of the 
Division of Business Admin- 
istration, is the Vice Chairman 
of the Board of Directors and 
has served in Dr. Mayne’s ca-

Book Store Polices 
Explained, Defined 


The opening of the new Hor- 
net Bookstore is a time 
to explain to both students and 
faculty the policies concern- 
ing prices, refunds, check cash- 
ing and book buy backs 

Textbook Prices 

The Bookstore cannot con- 
trol the prices on textbooks 
The texts are selected by the 
individual professors on the 
basis of their most effective 
classroom use 

Prices are set by the pub- 
lishers and the Bookstore re- 
ceives from 10 per cent to a 
20 per cent discount from the 


good 


established price. From this 
slim discount, the Bookstore 
must realize freight charges, 
insurance, overhead, salaries 
and all the rest Operating 
costs, year round, average 26 
per cent of gross book sales 


If the store sold nothing but 
textbooks, it could expect to 
show approximately a 6 per 
cent deficit every year 

Supply Prices 

The supply or merchandise 
department in the store carries 
principly items required for 
class use and items most fre- 
quently requested by students 
who make their home on cam- 
pus. Most items in this de- 
partment are sold at the manu- 


facturers suggested retail price 
or a price established by the 
Bookstore which in many cases 
is 5 to 10 per cent lower than 
other regular retail outlets 
About Refunds 

In the matter of refunds, the 
Bookstore will give a full re- 
fund on textbooks during the 
first two weeks from the first 
day of the semester providing 
the book has no doodles, was 
purchased during the current 
semester and the purchaser has 
a cash register receipt. A copy 
of the complete return policy 


is attached to the customer's 
cash register receipt 
In setting up this refund 


policy, the Bookstore must take 
into account the return policies 
of the publishers from whom 
the books are purchased. Un- 
sold books are subject to re- 
turn to the publisher 30 to 60 
days from the beginning of 
the semester 

Another reason for setting a 
definite cutoff deadline for re- 
funds is because students stay- 
ing in a class longer than two 
weeks are more likely to write 
in them and the Bookstore 
would have difficulty in re- 
selling these books as new or 
in returning them to the pub- 
lishers. 
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Check Cashing Policy 
The policy on check cashing 
that a check may be 
cashed provided the check is 
made payable to the Hornet 
Bookstore or to the person 
cashing the check. The per- 
son cashing the check needs a 
current student body (faculty 
or staff) card and one other 
signed identification 


The Hornet Foundation has 
set a limit of $30 over the 
amount of purchase on checks, 
however, it is best to check 
with a cashier when making 
the check out for over the 
amount of purchase to see if 
there are funds available at 
that particular time. 


Book Buy Back 

The policy of purchasing 
back textbooks is worked ac- 
cording to a fairly firm poli- 
cy Textbooks which have 
been required by an instruc- 
tor for the following year are 
obviously worth the most 
money. 


Buyback price for such texts 
is up to 50 per cent of the new 
book cost, regardless of wheth- 
er or not the book was pur- 
chased new or used. Thus, if 
a text originally sold for $5 
(new) the student selling the 
book back would receive $2.50 
whether he bought it new or 
used. 


The above situation is not 
true, however, if the instruc- 
tor will require the text the 
following semester, but the 
store already has an overstock 
of texts. In such cases the 
price will vary, for the over- 
age must be sold to a national 
textbook jobber at a lower 
price. 


If the text will not be used 
the following semester, the 
student can be offered only 
the best price which will, in 
turn, be paid by the National 
Used Textbook Jobber 

There are some cases where 
a textbook has virtvally no 
value at all—if it is to be dis- 
continued totally on this cam- 
pus or if it has been super- 
ceded by a new edition. In 
this case, we all weep together

Our primary purpose in set- 
ting the above policies is to 
find better ways to serve our 
customers as fast and efficient- 
ly as possible consistent with 
sound business principles. This 
can only be accomplished by 
keeping a line of communica-

BOOK STORE HISTORY ENTWINED WITH GROWTH OF SSC CAMPUS 


When the College was [first 
established in 1947 classes were 
held on the campus of Sacra- 
mento Junior College. The 
Junior College bookstore was 
used by SSC students. Early 
in 1951 Sacramento Junior 
College officials indicated that 
they could give no assurance 
that the bookstore would be 
able to grant credit to veteran 
students At this time the 
State College was in debt to 
the Junior College store to the 
extent of about $25,000 be- 


manager of the store was Mrs. 
Virginia Koontz who had man- 
aged the Hornet Bookstore on 
the junior college campus. 

In 1957 .the student services 
building was constructed by 
the Hornet Foundation with a 
$15,000 assist from the ASSSC 
who were to occupy the second 
floor. Irnmediately after com- 
pletion the downstairs part of 
the building was used for a 
snack, bar while the food serv- 
ice building was being re- 
modeled 


In 1958, the Hornet Book Store was housed in a small building 


In the summer of 1958, upon 
the resignation of Mrs. Koontz, 
Miss Margaret Pratt was made 
manager. She had worked in 
the store as a student while 
attending the College and lat- 
er had worked as a full-time 
employee. 

After summer session in 
1958 the temporary building 
housing the store was moved 
to the south end of the cam- 
pus near. the Hornet Bar. (This 
temporary building is still in 
use as a psychology lab and 





sitting between the two then uncompleted wings of the Food 
Services Building, on the site of the present Snack Bar. Thai 
building later served as the back room of the Hornet Book 
Store. It was torn down a few weeks ago, upon completion 
of the new Bookstore facility. 

Sacramento State College has grown enormously in the 
intervening eight years since this picture was taken, and the 
Hornet Book Store continues to grow to meet the needs of 


the campus. 


cause of delays in receiving 
reimbursements from the Fed- 
eral Government for veteran 
purchases of books and sup- 
plies. The College was faced 
with organizing its own book- 
store or turning veterans out 
of the College. 


Sacramento State College 
tried to get financial support 
from the State Department of 
Finance for operating the book- 
store and, when this failed, de- 
The Hornet Foundation was 
formed for this and other pur- 
cided to organize its own store. 
poses. 

The first Hornet Bookstore 
opened in the fail of 1951 ina 
classroom of the llth Avenue 
Annex to the Junior College. 
The capital required to begin 
operations was raised through 
a series of commercial loans. 
Financial problems were com- 
plicated by the fact that the 
bookstore had to sell books to 
veterans on credit and the pay- 
ment for these was not re- 
ceived from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for from four to six 
months after the sale. 


When Sacramento State Col- 
lege moved to its present site 
in January, 1953, the bookstore 
occupied a temporary building 
just a few yards south of the 
Food Service building. The

classroom. It also housed the 
photo lab before construction 
of the art building.) During 
the ensuing academic year, 
1958-59, the downstairs floor 
of the student services building 
was completely remodeled to 
house the Hornet Bookstore. 


The snack bar was moved 
into the new addition to the 
food service building. The 
Hornet Bookstore occupied the 
lower floor of the student serv- 
ices building in the fall of 1959 
and remained there for the 
next six and a half years. Dur- 
ing this time the pressure for 
expanded facilities became 
greater and greater with the 
increased enrollments at the 
College 

Before the fall semester in 
1963, in order to provide more 
selling space for the store, part 
of the storeroom was convert- 
ed into selling area and a used 
office trailer was purchased to 
provide additional! storage. Un- 
til the construction began on 
the new store this trailer was 
located directly behind the old 
store 

In July of 1965 construction 
began on the new Hornet 
Bookstore building. The book- 
store opened for business in 
this building yesterday. An 
open house the day before pro- 
vided hundreds an opportuni- 
ty to view this splendid fa-

OF INCORPORATION 
OF 
HORNET FOUNDATION 
As Amended September 30, 
1960 


We, the undersigned, citizens 
and residents of the State of 
California, do hereby associate 
ourselves for the purpose of 
forming a nonprofit corpora- 
tion, and we hereby set forth, 
declare, and certify that 
FIRST 

The name of this corporation 


is Hornet Foundation. 
SECOND: 

The purposes for which the 
corporation is formed are: 

(a) To assist in and pro- 
mote the development, main- 
tenance and operation of the 
Sacramento State College; to 
further the educational objec- 
tives of said college; and to 
provide necessary and desir- 
able equipment and facilities 
for the students and the facul- 
ty thereof 

(b) To establish and oper- 
ate on or near the campus of 
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said college a cafeteria or 
cafeterias, a bookstore or book- 
stores, and such other facilities 
as would aid, assist or supple 
ment the educational or extra- 
curricular activities of the per- 
sonnel of said college. 


(c) To engage in projects 
of research or educational de- 
velopment and to assist finan- 
cially any such projects, and 
to participate and enter into 
agreements with the Federal 
Government, the State of Cali- 
fornia, the Sacramento State 
College or any other body poli- 
tic or nonprofit corporation for 
the furtherance of any such 
projects 


(d) To acquire and dispose 
of such properties, and to per- 
form such acts, as shall be 
necessary and proper in carry- 
ing out the purposes aforesaid; 
to borrow and to lend money 
when, through doing so, the 
performance of the foregoing 
purposes can be promoted or 
enhanced; and to do such other 
acts, as may be permissible of 
corporations under the laws of 
the State of California, which 
shall foster, facilitate or assist 
in the performance of the fore- 
going 


THIRD 

The statement of purposes 
set forth in paragraph SEC- 
OND above shall be construed 
as a statement of both pur- 
poses and powers, and the pur- 
poses and powers stated in 
each clause shall, except where 
otherwise expressed, be in no- 
wise limited or restricted by 
reference to or inference from 
the terms or provisions of any 
other clause, but shall be re- 


garded as independent pur- 
poses. 

FOURTH: 

This corporation does not 


contemplate the distribution of 
gains, profits, or dividends to 
the members thereof. In the 
event of dissolution of this cor- 
poration, the corporation's net 
assets other than trust funds 
shall be distributed to one or 
more nonprofit corporations 
organized and operated for the 
benefit of the Sacramento 
State College or the students 
or students and faculty at that 
college, such corporation or 
corporations to be selected by 
the board of directors, and as 
to trust funds, if any, they 
shall be disposed of in the 
manner prescribed by law 


FIFTH 

This corporation is organ- 
ized pursuant to the General 
Nonprofit Corporation Law as 
set forth in Part 1 of Division 
2 of Title 1 of the Corporations 
Code

HORNET FOUNDATION 
Including Amendments as of 
October 27, 1960 


ARTICLE I 

CORPORATE SEAL 
The corporate sea] shall con- 
sist of a circle, having at its 
circumference the words 
“HORNET FOUNDATION,” 
and inside the circle the fol- 
lowing words and figures: “In- 

corporated July 13, 1951.” 


ARTICLE II 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Section 1. The corporate 
powers, business, and affairs 
of this corporation shall be 
exercised, conducted, and con- 
trolled by a Board of Directors 
who shall be known as the 
Board members, composed of 
seven (7) members consisting 
of four (4) faculty and admin- 
istrative members and three 
(3) student members. The fa- 
culty and administrative mem- 
bers shall be appointed by the 
President of Sacramento State 
College. Each faculty or ad- 
ministrative member shall hold 
office for a term of three (3) 
years and until his successor 
is appointed and qualified, ex- 
cept that the first Board mem- 
bers named in the Articles of 
Incorporation who at the first 
regular meeting of the Board 
of Directors shall be divided 
by lot into three (3) classes to 
consist of two (2) classes of 
one (1) member each, and one 
(1) class of two (2) members, 
and whose terms shall begin 
on the date of such meeting 
The members of the first, sec- 
ond, and third classes shall 
hold office for a term of one, 
two, and three years respec- 
tively and until their success- 
ors are appointed and quali- 
fied. unless a member termi- 
nates his employment before 
the expiration of his term. The 
President of Sacramento State 
College, following the expira- 
tion of the term of a member 
of the Board of Directors, shall 
appoint new members to the 
Board to succeed a member or 


members whose term has ex-

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pired. The three (3) student 
members of the Board of Di- 
rectors shall be appointed by 
the Student Council of the As- 
sociated Students of Sacramen- 
to State College upon the rec- 
ommendation of the ASSSC 
President, and subject to the 
approval of the President of 
Sacramento State College. Each 
student member shall be ap- 
pointed for a one (1) year 
term and shall be eligible for 


reappointment (As amended 
May 23, 1955.) 
Section 2. Vacancies in the 


faculty and administrative 
membership of the Board of 
Directors occurring other than 
by expiration of term shall be 
filled by appointment for the 
unexpired term by the Presi- 
dent of Sacramento State Col- 
lege in the same manner 4s 
the appointment at the expira- 
tion of the term of the direc- 
tor. 

Section 3. If and when the 
Board of Directors shall sever- 
ally or collectively consent in 
writing to any action to be 
taken by the corporation, such 
action shall be as valid cor- 
porate action as though it had 
been authorized at a meeting 
of the Board of Directors 

Section 4. The board mem- 
bers shall serve without com- 
pensation 

Section 5. Regular meetings 
of the Board of Directors shall 
be held in May and October of 
each year at an hour and place 
designated by the Chairman 
Notice of the time and place of 
meeting shall be mailed to each 
member not less than five days 
before the date of such meet- 
ing at his last known place of 
business or residence Such 
notice may be waived by any 
board member (As amended 
March 3, 1953.) 


Section 6. Special meetings 
may be called at any time by 
the Chairman or by three 
members of the board. Notice 
of the time and place of a 
special meeting shall be mailed 
to each member not less than 
three days before the date of 


such meeting at his last known 
place of business or residence. 
Such notice may be waived by 
any board member 

Section 7. Each board mem- 
ber shall file with the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer an address to 
which ali netices may be di- 
rected until notice of change 
of address has beer given by 
him in writing 


ARTICLE Ill 
QUORUM 

At all meetings of the board, 
a majority of the Board of Di- 
rectors shall be necessary and 
sufficient to constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of 
business, and the act of @ ma- 
jority of the board members 
present at any meeting at 


which there is a quorum shall 
be the act of the Board of Di- 
rectors, except as may be spe- 
cifically provided by statute or 
these by-laws. 
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ARTICLE IV 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
The Board of Directors shall 

elect from their own number 
tww (2) members who shall act 
with the Chairman, and such 
executive committee shall be 
vested with all the powers of 
the Board of Directors which 
may be conferred upon it by 
resolution or by law, when 
such board is not in session 


ARTICLE V 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers of 
this corporation shall be a 
Chairman to be appointed an- 
nually by the President of Sac- 
ramento State College and a 
Vice-Chairman and a Secre- 
tary-Treasurer to be chosen by 
the Board of Directors from 
their own number Each 
elected officer shall serve for 
a term of one (1) year and 
until his successor is appoint- 
ed and qualified. Vacancies in 
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elected officer positions shall 
be filled by the Board for the 
unexpired term of the office 


vacated. (As amended Octo- 
ber 27, 1960.) 
Section 2. The trustees and 


officers of this corporation 
shall serve without compensa- 
tion 

Section 3. The Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman, and Secretary- 
Treasurer shall have the au- 
thority to and shall discharge 
the duties ordinarily conferred 
upon and discharged by the 
President, Vice President, and 
Secretary-Treasurer of a cor- 
poration until such time as the 
board shall limit, enlarge or 
otherwise prescribe the au- 
thority and duties of the offi- 
cers
